PREFACE. 


This  little  volume  purposes  enabling  the 
American  student  to  acquaint  himself  with 
some  of  the  best  and  most  characteristic  Ger- 
man literary  ballads  and  lyrics  since  the  dawn 
of  the  classical  period.  It  was  not  deemed 
necessary  to  introduce  specimens  of  popular 
poetry,  as  Prof.  H.  S.  White's  "  Deutsche  Volks- 
lieder"  affords  ample  opportunity  for  the  study 
of  that  rich  part  of  German  literature  which 
reflects  the  life  of  the  "  people,"  especially  dur- 
ing the  vigorous  sixteenth  century.  On  the 
other  hand,  an  effort  was  made  to  select  some 
of  the  most  popular  student-songs,  inasmuch  as 
they  are  the  expression  of  a  very  interesting  side 
of  German  life. 

The  student  who  uses  this  edition  is  supposed 
to  be  able  to  read  with  fair  ease  and  to  have 
mastered  all  the  rudiments  of  the  grammar. 
Hence  the  notes  try  to  explain  only  excep- 
tional words  and  constructions,  and  aim  at  dis- 
cussing questions  of  literary  rather  than  of 
grammatical  interest.  The  authors  have  been 
grouped  so  as  to  show  the  evolution  of  literary 
life  in  Germany  during  the  last  two  centuries, 
and  the  poems  have  been   arranged,  as  far  as 
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possible,  to  reflect  the  growth  of  each  poet's 
literary  individuality.  Although  the  latter  plan 
was  not  always  feasible,  it  was  always  attempted, 
on  the  ground  that  an  arrangement  without  a 
system  would  fail  of  presenting  any  but  a  blurred 
picture. 

The  editor  wishes  to  express  his  indebtedness 
to  Dtintzer's  commentaries  on  the  poems  of 
Goethe,  Schiller,  and  Uhland,  to  the  commen- 
taries in  Kiirschner's  National- Litter atur,  to 
those  of  von  Loeper,  Strehlke,  and  Viehoff  on 
Goethe's  poems,  to  the  standard  histories  of 
German  literature,  and  to  the  Allgemeine  Deut- 
sche Biographic  s  furthermore  to  Profs.  T.  F. 
Crane  and  W.  T.  Hewett  of  Cornell  University, 
Profs.  S.  W.  Cutting,  H.  Schmidt-Wartenberg, 
P.  Shorey,  Dr.  E.  H.  Lewis,  and  Mr.  R.  M. 
Lovett  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  Dr.  K. 
Pietsch,  Chicago,  and  Messrs.  Henry  Holt  & 
Company,  New  York. 

This  collection  will  have  fulfilled  its  purpose 
if  it  promotes  interest  in  the  United  States 
toward  that  fine  jewel  in  the  crown  of  the 
world's  literature — German  lyrical  and  ballad 
poetry.

INTRODUCTION 


Unlike  English  literature,  German  literature 
was  not  allowed  to  develop  continuously  ;  after 
periods  of  brilliancy  we  find  decay  and  com- 
plete dearth.  But  whenever  letters  played  an 
important  part  at  all,  lyrical  and  ballad  poetry 
flourished,  and  became  so  conspicuous  that  it 
may  fairly  be  called  the  very  core  of  German 
literature. 

As  early  as  the  Xllth  and  Xlllth  centuries, 
Germany  produced  lyrical  poets  of  note.  Un- 
fortunately their  works,  like  those  of  all  their 
contemporaries,  gradually  sank  into  oblivion  as 
the  civilization  which  produced  them  crumbled, 
and  the  XlVth  century  was  an  age  of  literary 
apathy.  But  suddenly,  about  the  middle  of  the 
XVth  century,  we  find  the  strong  lyrical  genius 
of  the  nation  asserting  itself.  About  the  stormy 
times  of  the  Reformation,  before  the  revival  of 
learning  had  reached  Germany,  all  sections  of 
the  people  were  still  intellectually  on  a  level, 
and  princes  and  peasants,  clergy  and  laity,  men 
and  women,  young  and  old,  expressed  their 
thoughts  and  feelings  in  verse.     Germany  pre- 
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sented  the  interesting  spectacle  of  a  whole 
nation  composing  poetry.  This  popular  poetry, 
"  das  Volkslied,"  specimens  of  which  have  come 
down  to  us  in  large  numbers,  is  remarkable  for 
healthy  ruggedness,  directness  and  naivet6,  and 
was  destined  to  exert  great  influence  on  the 
poetry  of  the  XVIIIth  and  XlXth  centuries. 

The  Volkslied,  as  an  exponent  of  the  whole 
national  life,  flourished  about  a  hundred  years 
and  then  languished.  For  Humanism,  with 
its  classical  ideals,  divided  the  nation  into 
the  cultured  and  the  uncultured,  and  turned 
the  attention  of  thousands  into  new  channels. 
Furthermore,  the  terrible  religious  wars  which 
raged  from  about  the  middle  of  the  XVIth  to 
about  the  middle  of  the  XVIIth  century, 
notably  the  Thirty  Years'  War,  sapped  the  very 
marrow  of  the  people.  National  life  almost  dis- 
appeared, and  Germany  became  dependent  upon 
France  for  her  culture. 

During  the  XVIIth  century,  lyrical  poetry 
amounted  to  little,  although  many  poets,  among 
whom  Opitz  is  the  most  noteworthy,  excited 
the  admiration  of  their  contemporaries. 

The  first  half  of  the  XVIIIth  century  saw  the 
establishment  of  national  ideals  in  literature, 
and  the  successful  progress  of  this  wonderful 
work  is  mirrored  in  the  lyrical  poetry  of  the 
time. 

On  the  threshold  of  the  XVIIIth  century,  we 
find  a  lyrical  poet  whose  verses  foreshadow  the 
literary  possibilities  so  nobly  fulfilled  before  its 
close.     GtJNTHER  was  the  first  after  generations 
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to  strike  moving  notes  of  joy  and  grief.  Before 
he  died,  all  Germany  began  to  be  roused  by  new 
doctrines  taught  by  prominent  critics. 

In  Switzerland,  Bodmer  and  Breitinger  em- 
phasized the  importance  of  sincerity  and  depth 
of  feeling  in  poetry,  and  pointed  to  England, 
especially  to  Milton,  for  models.  In  Leipzig, 
GoTTSCHED,  a  professor  in  the  University, 
labored  to  increase  the  respect  for  language  and 
to  improve  the  condition  of  the  stage.  Soon  a 
poet,  Klopstock,  arose,  who  embodied  the  liter- 
ary doctrines  of  these  critics  in  his  works.  In 
the  first  three  cantos  of  his  religious  epic  Der 
Messias  (1748),  in  which  the  influence  of  Mil- 
ton is  strong,  he  showed  his  astonished  contem- 
poraries that  the  German  language  was  equal  to 
the  requirements  of  a  sublime  subject. 

The  Messias  is  the  first  of  a  long  series  of 
works  which  betray  English  influence  and  which 
prove  that  English  literature  became  a  great 
factor  in  freeing  Germany  from  her  dependence 
on  France  by  furnishing  her  with  entirely  new 
literary  ideals.  First  Addison  and  Milton, 
then  Shakespeare,  Ossian,  and  Percy's  Re- 
liques  of  Ancient  English  Poetry^  Thompson, 
Goldsmith,  and  others  left  their  impress  on  the 
young  literature  of  Germany.  The  German 
people  felt  strongly  drawn  to  the  products  of 
the  English  genius  as  reflecting  a  national  tem- 
perament more  closely  akin  to  their  own  than 
that  of  their  Romance  neighbors. — In  this  cen- 
tury, England  in  her  turn  received  valuable 
literary   stimulus   from    Germany.     Coleridge 


and  Carlyle  labored  hard  and  successfully  to 
interpret  Goethe  and  Schiller  to  the  British 
nation,  and  their  works,  together  with  Scott's, 
show  their  indebtedness  to  those  great  Germans. 

Klopstock  became  a  great  leader,  not  merely 
in  epical  but  especially  in  lyrical  poetry.  His 
odes,  which  were  the  delight  of  his  generation, 
are  remarkable  both  for  profound  seriousness 
and  patriotism,  and  for  modifying  the  nature  of 
poetical  language  in  Germany.  Klopstock  im- 
proved the  whole  tone  of  German  poetry,  and 
on  the  one  hand  crowded  into  the  background 
able  pioneers  like  Haller  and  Kleist,  and 
furthermore  men  of  lighter  calibre,  like  the 
graceful  Hagedorn,  or  the  Anacreontic  poets, 
like  Gleim,  or  worthy  men  such  as  the  simple 
and  modest  Gellert,  while  on  the  other  he 
became  the  cynosure  of  many  young  geniuses, 
like  that  group  of  poets,  Voss,  Holty,  the 
Stolbergs,  and  their  friend  Claudius,  who 
clubbed  together  in  Gottingen  in  1772  and  are 
known  as  the  "  Hain." 

Klopstock,  however,  was  neither  the  only 
nor  the  principal  inspirer  of  the  movement;  for, 
compared  with  the  superior  endowments  of 
Lessing  and  Herder,  his  intellectual  gifts  re- 
mained, even  to  his  death,  but  those  of  a  prom- 
ising boy.  Lessing  was  a  master-critic.  Herder 
a  master-interpreter  of  literary  values.  They 
cut  the  nation  loose  from  hampering  traditions 
and  opened  up  new  worlds  of  thought.  Lessing 
immensely  raised  literary  standards  by  his  mer- 
ciless  Litteraturbriefe    (1759-1765),  and  freed 
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the  German  stage  from  the  bane  of  French 
pseudo-classical  influence  by  his  Hamburgische 
Dramaturgic  (i 767-1 769).  Herder,  notably 
by  the  essay  on  Ossian  und  die  Lieder  alter 
Volker  (1773),  taught  the  value  of  the  poetry 
of  the  people  as  contrasted  with  that  of  the  cul- 
tured, and  showed  that  even  the  humblest  and  the 
most  untrained  mind  may  be  artistic.  This  was 
an  invaluable  protest  against  the  artificiality  and 
hyperculture  of  the  time,  and  a  significant  lesson 
in  an  age  that  produced  the  French  Revolution. 
New  stimulus  was  thus  given  to  German  liter- 
ature; after  centuries  of  oblivion  the  humble 
but  powerful  verse  of  the  people  regained  the 
respect  due  it,  and  thenceforth  exerted  deep  in. 
fluence  on  lyrical  and  ballad  poetry. 

One  man,  Burger,  in  particular  was  to  ben- 
efit by  his  acquaintance  with  popular  poetry. 
His  great  ballad  Lenore  (1773),  modelled  on 
the  folk-songs,  marks  a  turning-point.  It  was 
/  immensely  admired,  and  as  the  principles  em- 
bodied in  it  were  afterwards  applied  by  greater 
men,  Lenore  became  the  forerunner  of  all  the 
exquisite  literary  ballads  which  enrich  German 
literature. 

Besides  Lessing  and  Herder,  one  other  man 
indirectly  did  much  for  the  great  literary  up- 
heaval, and  deserves  mention  here.  Frederick 
THE  Great,  King  of  Prussia  (i 740-1 786),  was 
steeped  in  French  ideals,  despised  the  German 
literature  and  language,  overlooked  Lessing, 
and  considered  Goethe's  Gotz  von  Berlichin- 
gen   an   artistic   crime,    but    unconsciously  did 
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powerful  service  to  German  literature,  first  by 
graciously  leaving  it  alone,  especially  however 
by  literally  creating  a  national  political  life  in 
at  least  a  part  of  Germany,  and  by  thus  filling 
even  the  non-Prussian  people  with  a  love  for 
Germany  which  all  the  efforts  of  patriot-poets 
like  Klopstock  or  Gleim  could  not  have 
evoked. 

In  mentioning  Goethe,  we  have  spoken  of 
him  for  whom,  in  a  sense,  all  this  work  was 
done, — who  was  to  fall  heir  to  it  and  use  it  to 
the  greatest  possible  advantage. 

Goethe  ij  the  lyrical  poet  of  the  world,  as 
Shakespeare  is  the  dramatic  and  Homer 
the  epic.  Goethe's  lyrical  poetry,  which  is  all 
of  his  vast  work  that  concerns  us  here,  was 
always  the  sincere  expression  of  his  deepest 
feelings,  and  consequently  faithfully  reflects  his 
development.  In  his  early  verses  the  influence 
of  popular  poetry,  which  Herder  taught  him  vo 
appreciate,  is  strong  (in  fact  it  never  quite  lost 
its  hold  on  him),  and  tempered  the  feverish 
longing  for  freedom  of  thought  and  expression, 
for  strength  and  originality,  which  had  seized 
the  young  men  of  that  time.  The  literary  move- 
ment, in  which  the  principles  of  many  rising 
authors  found  expression,  is  known  as  the 
"  Sturm  und  Drang."  It  was  virtually  started 
by  Goethe's  Gotz  von  Berlichingen  (1773),  and 
to  it  belonged  men  like  Schubart,  Lenz,  Maler 
MiJLLER,  and,  somewhat  later,  Schiller.  The 
"Sturm  und  Drang"  is  the  German  Romantic 
movement  of  the  XVIlIth  century.     It  is  dif- 
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ficult  for  us  to  appreciate  how  much  that  was 
new  it  taught,  and  how  much  that  was  old  it 
overthrew.  Most  of  the  young  "  geniuses,"  as 
they  fondly  called  themselves,  proved  incapable 
of  grappling  with  the  problems  surrounding 
them,  and  wilted  before  bearing  much  fruit. 
Only  the  giant  Goethe  passed  through  that 
dangerous  period  unharmed,  and  hardened  into 
vigorous  maturity. 

For  a  long  time  the  "  Sturm  und  Drang" 
ideals  were  strong  with  Goethe.  In  Weimar 
and  later  in  Italy,  however,  a  transformation  in 
the  direction  of  classical  serenity  took  place  in 
him,  and  after  his  return  from  Italy  most  of  his 
work  bears  the  stamp  of  the  classical  genius. 
Later  in  his  life,  Goethe  made  his  nation  ac- 
quainted with  the  easy  grace  of  oriental  poetry  in 
his  West-Ostliche  Divan,  and  thus  started  a  move- 
ment which  was  continued  by  Platen,  Ruckert, 
ai^d,  almost  in  our  day,  by  Bodenstedt. 

Goethe's  influence  on  the  lyrical  poetry  of 
Germany  is  incalculable.  He  struck  a  note 
which  will  be  heard  as  long  as  German  poetry  is 
read,  for  his  mature  work  stands  for  all  that  is 
subtle,  refined,  healthy,  and  strong.  By  some  of 
his  views,  especially  by  his  admiration  for  Greek 
antiquity,  he  strongly  influenced  Schiller.  As 
Schiller  was,  however,  essentially  a  dramatic 
poet,  and  as  he  contributed  no  important  new 
principles  to  German  literature,  we  need  merely 
point  out  that  his  ballads  have  never  been  sur- 
passed, and  have  exerted  immense  influence  on 
many  later  poets. 


All  of  Schiller's  work  reflects  the  excep- 
tional strength  of  his  character,  in  broad  con- 
trast with  the  honeyed  verse  of  moonlight  indi- 
vidualities like  his  contemporaries,  Matthisson 
and  Salis-Seewis. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  that  an  early 
death  prevented  Schiller  from  taking  part  in 
the  great  struggle  of  the  German  nation  against 
French  supremacy,  and  from  joining  those  men 
who,  like  Arndt,  Korner,  Schenkendorf, 
and  RiJCKERT,  stirred  the  people  with  their 
patriotic  verses. 

While  Goethe  and  Schiller  were  at  the  very 
height  of  their  power,  a  new  movement  arose 
toward  the  end  of  the  last  century  in  the  so- 
called  Romantic  School.  The  imagination,  as 
opposed  to  the  intellect,  was  supreme  with  the 
men  of  this  movement.  From  the  unsatisfactory 
present  they  took  refuge  in  the  religious  gloam- 
ing of  the  picturesque  middle  ages.  A  keen 
sense  of  beauty  and  catholicity  of  literary  tastes 
characterized  them.  Yet  a  strong  tendency  to  ex- 
aggeration, crudeness,  and  morbidity  ultimately 
brought  about  the  tall  of  this  school,  among 
whose  members  were  the  brothers  Schlegel, 
TiECK,  NovALis,  Arnim,  Brentano,  Holder- 
LiN,  EiCHENDORFF,  and,  in  a  loose  way,  Cha- 

MISSO. 

Intellectually,  the  movement  contributed  much 
that  was  valuable,  artistically  it  did  less,  and 
lyrical  poetry  reaped  no  very  great  benefit  from  it. 
Fierce  were  the  attacks  on  it,  notably  on  the  part 
of  Platen;  yet  even  long  after  it  had  died  out 
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as  a  school,  its  influence  was  felt.  In  fact,  the 
Romantic  School  simply  exaggerated  certain 
tendencies  found  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  in 
literature  at  all  times.  For,  according  as  it  lays 
stress  on  health  and  balance,  or  emphasizes  the 
importance  of  feeling  and  of  the  imagination,  all 
literature  may  perhaps  be  divided  into  classical 
or  romantic,  allowing  many  shades  between  these 
two  extremes.  All  the  lyrical  poetry  of  Ger- 
many in  this  century  is  romantic  rather  than 
classical,  and  hence  almost  all  the  poets  we  shall 
mention  are  in  a  way  related  to  the  Romanti- 
cists. So  the  work  ot  the  so-called  Suabian 
school,  i.e.,  of  Uhland,  Kerner,  Schwab, 
is  modified  Romanticism.  Uhland,  in  whose 
works  we  everywhere  feel  the  man  behind  the 
verse,  is  saved  from  exaggeration  or  morbid 
,  mysticism  by  a  strong  and  healthy  vein  which 
makes  his  poems  fresh  as  morning  dew.  Wil- 
HELM  ^MiJLLER,  vastly  his  inferior  in  artistic 
capacity,  shares  his  healthy  tone ;  but  in  the 
gloomy  Lenau  uncommon  talent  is  ill-yoked 
with  intense  morbidity. 

The  dissatisfaction  with  life,  the  melancholy, 
and  the  sense  of  beauty,  which  characterize  the 
Romantic  School,  curiously  combined  with  orig- 
inality, boldness,  and  frivolity  to  make  up  that 
imp  of  poets,  Heine,  one  of  the  most  wonderful 
products  of  the  good  and  evil  forces  in  modern 
life.  Heine  is  as  powerful  a  champion  of  liberty 
as  any  in  this  century ;  he  is  the  apostle  of 
individuality,  but  of  individuality  gone  mad. 
To  him  there  is  nothing  between  slavery  and 


license.  In  him,  bestiality  is  found  side  by  side 
with  feminine  delicacy.  He,  Alfred  de  Mus- 
SET,  and  Byron  make  up  that  remarkable  trio 
which  dazzled,  delighted,  intoxicated,  insulted, 
and  baffled  their  own  generation,  as  they  will  all 
that  follow.  Heine's  artistic  power  is  supreme, 
and  his  literary  originality  greater  than  that  of 
all  his  critics  put  together;  but  he  uses  his  talents 
for  the  lowest  purposes  with  as  much  satisfaction 
as  for  the  highest.  In  places  his  mastery  of  lan- 
guage is  little  short  of  marvellous.  His  individ- 
uality is  altogether  out  of  the  common  run;  he 
is  an  angel,  but  an  angel  of  Satan, 

The  XlXth  century  found  in  lyrical  poetry, 
however,  spokesmen  not  only  of  its  intellectual 
and  spiritual  longings,  but  also  of  its  political 
grievances.  The  political  discontent  which  so 
long  had  been  grumbling,  burst  forth  and  resulted 
in  the  revolution  of  1848.  Though  Heine  was 
one  of  the  earliest  and  most  powerful  of  the  polit- 
ical satirists,  the  men  whose  names  in  German 
lyrical  poetry  are  most  closely  connected  with  that 
great  political  upheaval  are  Hoffmann  von  Fal- 
lersleben  and  Freiligrath,  that  great  master 
of  the  picturesque  in  language;  Herwegh  was 
perhaps  bitterer  and  fiercer  than  either,  while 
Grun  remained  comparatively  moderate. 

One  of  the  most  delightful,  if  not  one  of  the 
most  powerful,  of  the  lyrical  poets  of  the  century, 
Geibel,  never  identified  himself  with  the  oppo- 
sition in  any  field;  his  work  is  the  product  of  a 
refined  though  not  an  original  mind. 

Contemporary  Germany  has  good  lyrical  and 
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ballad  poets,  like  the  neglected  Schack,  but 
their  verses  are  lacking  in  that  subtlety  and  orig- 
inality which  astonish  and  delight  us  in  modern 
German  music,  and  which  make  Brahms  and 
Wagner  two  of  the  greatest  exponents  of  our 
present  civilization.  Nor  is  it  probable  that 
under  the  existing  circumstances  lyrical  poetry 
will  soon  again  play  the  part  it  once  did;  science 
and  music  absorb  the  attention  of  modern  Ger- 
many.

Borr.  i6g5  in  Striegau  in  Silesia,  died  in  1723.  He 
led  an  unsettled  life,  and  owing  to  his  dissolute 
habits  died  in  misery  and  poverty.  His  verses  show 
remarkable  poetical  talent.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  glamor  of  the  classical  period  caused  him  to  be 
almost  forgotten,  for  some  of  his  lyrics  must  be 
ranked  among  the  most  passionate  and  poetical 
outbursts  of  the  German  muse.  Goethe  has  magnifi- 
cently characterized  Gunther  in  the  seventh  book 
of  his  autobiography  (Hempel  edition,  vol.  xxi.  p. 
49)-

Born  in  Quedlinburg  in  1724,  and  after  living  many- 
years  in  Copenhagen  died  in  Hamburg  in  1803.  The 
appearance  of  the  first  three  cantos  of  his  religious 
epic  Der  Messias  made  him  at  once  the  first  poet  in 
Germany.  His  odes,  written  almost  exclusively  in 
rhymeless  meters,  were  the  first  attempt  in  Germany 
at  expressing  serious  thought  in  the  form  of  lyrical 
poems.  His  verses  are  apt  to  sound  harsh  to  our 
ears,  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  he  did  far 
more  than  any  one  before  Goethe  to  make  the  neg- 
lected German  language  a  powerful  and  subtle  in- 
strument of  poetical  expression.

His  criminal  love  for  his  wife's  sister,  Molly  Leon- 
hart,  cast  a  profound  gloom  over  his  life.  Few  poets 
of  his  time  were  more  thorough  representatives  of 
the  people  than  he.

No  one  single  poem  has  had  greater  influence 
on  the  course  of  German  literature.  Before  it  was 
written,  all  literary  ballads  in  German  were  of  a  low 
burlesque  order.  The  appearance  of  Percy's  Reliques 
of  Ancient  English  Poetry  (1765)  and  of  Herder's  trea- 
tises on  popular  poetry  drew  the  attention  of  the 
German  public  to  the  ballads  of  the  people.  Burger 
himself  claims  to  have  got  the  subject  of  Lenore  from 
one  of  these  ballads,  i.

Sitabc  nur,  ba§  ic^  an  ben  lext  ber  Sattabe 
fclb|l  nicf)t  gclangen  fann."  \  He  was  also  indebted  to  the 
ballad  Sweet  William' s  Ghost  in  Percy  [Wheatley's  ed., 
London,  1891,  vol.  in.  p.  130].  The  effect  of  Lenore  was 
tremendous.  It  introduced  a  new  species  of  literature 
into  Germany,  the  serious  literary  ballad,  modelled 
on  popular  poetry,  and  became  the  first  of  a  long 
series  of  ballads  among  which  are  some  of  Goethe's 
and  Uhland's  masterpieces.  The  story  of  Lenore  is 
widely  spread  in  the  popular  poetry  of  many  nations. 
In  England,  in  different  parts  of  Germany,  in  the 
Slavic  countries,  and   elsewhere   it   appears   in   one 
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form  or  another.  Biirger  makes  his  heroine  peris., 
by  way  of  punishment  for  doubting  God's  justice. 
The  dramatic  force  of  the  poem  is  exceptional,  and 
its  slightly  savage  character  delighted  a  generation 
that  had  just  been  lashed  into  mad  enthusiasm  by 
Goethe's  Gotz  von  Berlichingen.  Lenore  has  left  its 
traces  on  English  literature.  Wordsworth,  Scott, 
Coleridge,  and  Shelley  were  deeply  impressed  by  it.

Scott's  adaptation  of  this  ballad,  William  and 
Helen,  is  well  known  to  English  readers.  We  agree 
with  Hehn  in  saying  that  it  was  not  a  felicitous 
intuition  on  Burger's  part  to  choose  so  recent  an 
event  as  the  Seven  Years'  W^ar  for  the  background  of 
this  poem.  The  atmosphere  of  lurid  mystery  which 
hovers  about  it  ill  agrees  with  the  glaring  light  in 
which  very  recent  events  present  themselves  to  us.

Born  on  the  28th  of  August,  1749,  in  Frankfort-on- 
the-Main.  His  father  was  well  informed  and  taught 
his  son  at  home,  until  the  young  man  went  to  the 
University  of  Leipzig,  1765,  and  in  1770  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Strassburg  to  study  law.  In  Strass- 
burg  Goethe  met,  among  other  young  Germans  of 
promise,  Herder,  who  made  him  acquainted  with 
the  spirit  which  was  stirring  the  rising  genera- 
tion, namely,  admiration  for  Shakespeare  and  for 
popular  poetry.  This  teaching  bore  fruit  ;  soon 
after  he  had  finished  his  studies  at  Strassburg  in  1771, 
he  wrote  in  Frankfort  his  first  drama,  Gotz  von 
Berlichingen  (published  1773).  During  his  stay  in 
Strassburg,  his  love  for  Friederike  Brion,  the  daugh- 
ter of  a  pastor  in  Sesenheim  near  Strassburg,  in- 
spired him  to  write  some  of  his  most  perfect  lyrical 
pieces  in  which  the  influence  of  popular  poetry  is 
noticeable.  In  1774  he  published  his  novel  Werther, 
which  at  once  made  him  famous  all  over  Europe. 
With  few  interruptions  Goethe  lived  in  Frankfort 
(nominally  practising  law,  actually  more  engaged  in 
literary  pursuits)  from  1771  to  1775.  Besides  plays, 
he  wrote  during  this  period  of  his  life  many  master- 
pieces of  lyrical  poetry  under  the  influence  of  a 
prominent  society  belle  in  Frankfort,  "  Lili  "  Schone- 
mann.  In  1775,  Karl  August,  the  young  Duke  of 
Weimar,  called  Goethe  to  his  capital.  He  remained 
in  Weimar,  barring  many  short  journeys  and  a  two 
years'  stay  in  Italy,  until  his  death.  In  Weimar, 
Goethe  rose  "like  a  star."  He  received  one  of  the 
most  important  positions  in  the  duchy,  and  by  his 
affability  and  brilliancy  of  mind  became  the  leader  of 
the  social  and  the  official  world.  With  all  its  glamor 
his  position  soon  grew  very  unsatisfactory.  Arduous 
routine  business  kept  him  from  literary  work;  only 
his  love  for  Frau  von  Stein,  a  woman  of  rare  culture, 
prompted  him  to  write  some  fine  lyrics.     With  the 
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exception  of  these  and  a  few  ballads  nothing  of  im- 
portance was  finished  during  the  first  ten  years  at 
Weimar.  An  uncontrollable  longing  for  Italy  came 
over  him,  and  in  1786  he  suddenly  left  Weimar  and 
went  to  Rome  and  Southern  Italy,  to  return  only  in 
June,  1788.  This  journey  proved  immensely  im- 
portant: most  of  his  work  henceforth  showed  strong 
classic  coloring — notably  his  plays  Tasso  and  Iphige- 
nie.  Soon  after  his  return  from  Italy,  he  made  the 
acquaintance  of  Christiane  Vulpius,  who  later  be- 
came his  wife.  Goethe  now  gave  up  much  of  his 
official  work  and  devoted  himself  almost  entirely  to 
literature,  art,  and  science.  In  1794  he  became  inti- 
m.ate  with  Schiller.  This  friendship  lasted  until  the 
latter's  death  (i8o5)and  was  inspiring  in  the  extreme. 
The  ballads  and  elegies  written  during  this  time  are 
an  admirable  combination  of  depth  of  meaning  and 
beauty  of  form.  After  Schiller's  death,  Goethe  be- 
came very  lonely  for  a  time;  for  though  the  most 
prominent  man  in  Germany  and  the  pride  of  his 
nation,  he  cared  little  for  what  moved  that  genera- 
tion. The  defeat  of  Germany  at  the  hands  of  Napo- 
leon (1806),  and  the  efforts  of  the  nation  to  throw  off 
the  French  yoke,  moved  him  but  little.  In  1808  the 
first  part  of  his  Faust  appeared.  In  1819  he  published 
a  collection  of  poems,  imitating  Oriental  poetry  (he 
called  the  collection  Der  West-Ostliche  Divan) — so 
airy  and  graceful  that  they  seem  the  work  of  a  youth 
rather  than  that  of  a  man  of  nearly  seventy.  With 
undiminished  vigor  he  worked  to  the  last.  His  death 
occurred  in  March,  1832

[Cf.  the  Fabelliedchen,  Suphan's  edition 
of  Herder,  vol.  v.  p.  194,  and  Die  Bliite,  vol.  XXV. 
p.  438].  The  trochaic  meter  causes  many  proclitic 
words  to  be  suppressed  ;  e.g.  (1.

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theus  Bound.  The  unruliness  of  his  temper  was 
precisely  what  appealed  to  the  "Sturm  und  Drang" 
men,  who  professed  great  hatred  of  tyranny  or 
restraint  (cf.  Schiller's  Rduber).  Especially  Goethe 
was  fascinated  with  him.  The  story,  current  in 
antiquity,  according  to  which  Prometheus  made  men 
of  clay,  who  then  assumed  life,  delighted  him.  He 
tells  in  his  autobiography  (iii.  15)  that  he  soon  saw 
he  would  have  to  rely  on  himself  in  all  difficult  posi- 
tions, and  his  creative  literary  talent  would  have  to 
become  the  mainstay  of  his  life.

This  poem  is  always  printed  as  an 
introduction  to  Goethe's  lyrics  and  ballads,  in 
accordance  with  his  own  arrangement.  We  preferred 
to  put  it  here  as  a  striking  proof  of  a  change  in  him, 
away  from  the  violence  of  the  "  Sturm  und  Drang  " 
mood  towards  a  classical  serenity.  The  poem  was 
written  in  1784,  i.e.,  two  years  before  he  went  to 
Italy,  and  shows  how  much  of  the  antique  spirit  he 
had  absorbed  before  he  crossed  the  Alps.  It  has 
chat  Parian  sheen  which  characterizes  Ifhigenie  and 
Tasso.

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lines,  Mignon,  a  fascinating  and  mysterious  character 
in  Wilhelm  Meister's  Lehrjahre,  expresses  her  longing 
for  Italy,  her  native  country.  Goethe  wrote  this 
poem  not  later  than  1784,  i.e.,  some  time  before  he 
started  for  Italy.  Mignon's  song  (found  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  third  book  of  Wilhelm  Meister)  voices 
Goethe's  own  irresistible  desire  to  see  Italy.  The 
first  line  of  each  stanza  indicates  in  a  masterly  way 
the  atmosphere  of  the  whole  stanza.  In  the  first, 
Mignon  characterizes  Italy  ;  in  the  second,  she  de- 
scribes that  spot  in  her  native  land  which  is  dearest 
to  her,  a  country-house  to  which  she  often  went. 
Her  return  to  Italy  has  now  become  almost  a  reality 
to  her,  and  in  the  third  stanza  she  pictures  the  way 
to  Italy  across  the  Alps.  In  writing  this  stanza 
Goethe  had  in  mind  the  St.  Gotthard,  which  he 
visited  in  July,  1775,  and  which  made  a  deep  im- 
pression on  him.  (Cf.  his  description  of  it  at  the 
close  of  the  eighteenth  book  of  his  autobiography.) 
The  person  referred  to  at  the  end  of  each  stanza  is 
Wilhelm  Meister,  the  hero  of  the  novel.  26.  Vischer,

This  ballad  breathes  the  spirit  of  popular 
poetry,  and  was  probably  suggested  to  Goethe  by  a 
story  in  Tschudi's  Chronicon  Helveticum,  according 
to  which  Count  Johann  von  Habsburg-Rapperswyl, 
while  imprisoned  in  a  dungeon  near  Zurich  in  1350, 
sang  a  song  beginning  3it  wetp  etn  blawe^  33Utmcletn.

studies  in  Oriental  literatures  and  his  West- 
Ostliche  Divan  (a  large  collection  of  poems,  German 
in  spirit,  though  Oriental  in  tone)  opened  a  new  fiela 
to  German  literature.  Platen,  Riickert,  and  Boden- 
stedt  are  Goethe's  imitators  in  this  type  of  poetry. 
How  catholic  Goethe's  interests  were  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that,  after  studying  the  different  phases  of  Euro- 
pean civilization,  he  plunged  into  the  culture  of  the 
East.  Significantly  enough,  most  of  these  rosy  poems 
v/ere  composed  in  the  years  1814  and  1815  when 
politics  were  absorbing  public  interest.  Their  airi- 
ness and  serenity  contrast  remarkably  with  t'le 
gloom  of  those  years.  These  poems  were  published 
in  1819,  but  some  were  added  later.  The  sunny  calm- 
ness of  the  Persian  poet  Hafis  (flourished  in  the 
fourteenth  century),  a  translation  of  whose  works 
by  Hammer  he  read  in  1813,  was  irresistibly  fascinat- 
ing to  Goethe  in  those  days  of  intense  public  excite- 
ment, and  he  determined  to  reproduce  the  tenor  of 
his  poetry  in  German.  [Bodenstedt  has  translated 
Hafis,  and  in  the  Cosmopolitan  for  February,  1894,  a 
f«w   of   Hafis'   verses  done  into   English  by   Edwin 
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Arnold  may  be  found.]  Goethe  had  been  acquainted 
with  Oriental,  especially  with  Hebrew,  poetry  all  his 
life,  but  never  before  had  made  a  profound  study  of 
it.  The  Divan  owes  its  peculiar  character  largely 
to  Oriental  influences,  but  love  added  an  import- 
ant element  of  inspiration.  This  time  it  was 
Marianne  von  Willemer  who  inflamed  the  heart  of 
the  poet.  She  was  herself  possessed  of  exceptiona! 
poetical  talent.  Investigation  has  shown  that  she 
wrote  some  of  the  finest  poems  of  the  Divan — notably

{Buck  Sulcika,  No.  42).  She  is  the  Suleifa  of  the 
Divan.

Born  November  10,  1759,  in  Marbach,  Wurtemberg, 
was  the  son  of  an  officer  in  the  Wurtemberg  army. 
His  father  was  of  humble  descent  and  had  worked 
his  way  up  in  the  world  by  his  own  hard  efforts.     In 
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1773  young  Schiller  entered  an  academy  founded  by 
Charles  Eugene,  Duke  of  Wiirtemberg,  to  which  the 
latter  forced  his  officers  to  send  their  sons.  In  1780 
Schiller  entered  the  army  as  surgeon.  By  that  time 
h2  had  already  finished  his  first  drama  Die  Rduber. 
Unfortunately  he  made  himself  offensive  to  the  duke 
by  his  tragedy  and  was  forbidden  to  write  any  more 
plays.  In  his  distress  he  ran  away,  and  escaped  to 
Mannheim  in  1782.  Now  followed  years  of  a  roaming 
and  unsatisfactory  life.  For  some  time  he  lived  near 
Leipzig,  then  with  his  friend  Korner  near  Dresden. 
At  last  Goethe,  who  met  him  in  1788,  procured  for 
him  in  1789  a  position  as  Professor  of  History  in  the 
University  of  Jena.  Although  Goethe  and  Schiller 
were  now  neighbors,  their  ideas  differed  so  much 
that  for  several  years  they  saw  very  little  of  each 
other.  At  last,  in  1794,  the  two  men  were  brought 
more  closely  together  by  the  many  interests  they  had 
in  common,  and  there  sprang  up  between  them  a 
close  friendship,  lasting  until  Schiller's  sudden  death 
in  1805.  This  friendship  is  one  of  the  most  important 
in  the  history  of  literature,  as  it  stimulated  both  men 
to  do  some  of  their  best  work.  Schiller  lacks  that 
supreme  sense  of  beauty  which  characterizes  Goethe, 
but  the  harshness  of  his  life  developed  his  native 
strength  and  energy  without  crushing  his  idealism. 
Hence,  while  Goethe's  works  are  soothing,  Schiller's 
are  stirring.  Schiller  was  essentially  a  dramatist, 
but  he  also  must  be  ranked  among  the  greatest 
masters  of  the  ballad.  His  plays  are:  Die  Rduber 
(1781),  Fiesco  (1783),  Kabale  und  Liebe  (1784),  Don  Kar- 
los  (1787),  Wallensteins  Lager  (1798),  Die  Piccolomini

A  romantic  admiration  for  classical  Greece  made 
him  discontented  with  his  surroundings,  and  his 
unhappy  love  for  Susette  Gontard  (whom  he  calls 
Diotima  in  his  poems)  cast  a  deep  gloom  over  his  ill- 
starred  life.  In  1802  he  became  insane  and  remained 
so  until  he  died.  His  poetry  is  remarkable  for  purity 
of  diction  and  profound  melancholy.  Vischer  has 
aptly  called  Holderlin  "  ein  9ried)if(|er  SBertl^er." 

5o0epb  Jfreiberr  von  JEicbenDorff. 

1788-1857. 

A  prominent  member  of  the  Romantic  school. 
His  lyrics  are  famous  for  melody  and  fascinating 
weirdness.  In  him  the  school  found  its  healthiest 
exponent;    he  belonged  to  the  small  number  of  his 
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contemporaries  who  were  not  only  poets,  but  also 
men,  and  who  filled  important  positions.  Among 
his  prose  works,  the  charming  story  "  Aus  dem  Leben 
eines  Taugenichts"  (1826)  is  best  known.

A  glorious  atmos- 
phere of  breeze  and  sunshine  characterizes  most  of 
his  works,  yet  in  some  he  strikes  a  note  of  simple 
pathos  such  as  is  found  in  the  ballads  of  the  people.

In  1832 
he  went  to  America,  but  soon  returned  disappointed. 
Several  years  before  his  death  he  became  insane  and 
died  in  1850  in  an  asylum.  His  writings  reflect  a 
profoundly  melancholy  but  intensely  poetical  tem- 
perament.

Delnrlcb  Ijclne. 

Born  of  Jewish  parents  in  DUsseldorf  in  1797  and 
died  in  1856.  After  studying  law  at  several  univer- 
sities and  living  in  different  parts  of  Germany,  he 
moved  to  Paris  in  1831  and  remained  there  until  his 
death.  The  last  years  of  his  life  were  darkened  by 
disease.  His  lyrical  poems  differ  widely  in  value  ; 
the  best  belong,  for  exquisite  delicacy  and  poetic 
fragrance,  to  the  masterpieces  of  European  literature; 
the  worst  are  little  belter  than  worthless.  Through 
all  his  writings  runs,  as  does  through  Byron's,  a 
mercilessly  cynical  vein.  The  note  of  insincerity, 
too,  which  lurks  som^.times  in  his  most  perfect  lines 
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mars  much  of  his  work.  His  aescriptions  of  nature 
are  often  exquisitely  beautiful.  With  him,  however, 
nature  is  like  a  mirage  of  fairyland  forlorn,  and  to 
prefer  nature  as  described  by  him  to  nature  as  de- 
scribed by  Goethe,  Wordsworth,  or  the  poets  of 
the  Volkslieder  is  to  prefer  tuberoses  to  violets, 
and  tranced  moonlight  nights  to  the  dewy  health 
of  morn.  Yet  many  of  his  poems  have  become  a 
part  of  the  stock-in-trade  of  every  cultured  Ger- 
man. His  collection  of  poems  called  Buck  der  Lieder 
appeared  in  1827.  Among  his  prose  works  should 
be  mentioned  Reisebilder  (from  1826  on).  Heine  was 
the  most  important  of  a  group  of  writers  who  are 
known  as  "  ba^  juiiiic  T)eutf(|laiib  " ;  a  curious  misnomer, 
as  their  views  of  life  were  senile,  and  as  the  men 
were  fiercely  hostile  to  German  institutions.  All 
English-speaking  students  of  Heine  are  familiar  with 
Mr.  Matthew  Arnold's  essay.  In  Corvinus'  essay 
'  Herbstgeflihl,  Gedicht  von  Goethe"  (Programm 
des  Gymnasiums  zu  Braunschweig,  1878),  p.  8,  may 
be  found  some  striking  remarks  on  the  difference 
between  Goethe's  and  Heine's  nature-sense.  Goethe

Up  to  1844  he  sided  with  the  royalists  in 
the  democratic  movement  in  Germany.  After  that 
time  his  works  begin  to  reflect  a  violently  republican 
spirit,  and  he  became  the  most  powerful  among  the 
revolutionary  poets.  He  had  to  leave  Germany  and 
resided  many  years  in  England.  Intensity  is  the 
chief  characteristic  of  his  poetry,  an  intensity  which 
at  times  leads  to  exaggeration.

His  texts,  all 
of  vvhich  he  wrote  himself,  show  him  to  be  a  dramatic 
i^riter  of  great  power,  in  point  of  originality  perhaps 
he  greatest  German  dramatist.  We  mention  him 
here  among  lyrical  and  ballad  poets  only  because  in 
some  of  his  dramas  pieces  of  a  lyrical  nature  are 
found.  In  his  early  pieces  Rienzi  (performed  for  the 
first  time  in  1842),  Derjiiegende  Hollander  (1843),  Tann- 
kduser  (1845),  Lohengrin  (1850),  he  only  imperfectly 
carried  out  his  great  principle  that  the  words  and  the 
music  of  a  musical  drama  should  be  complements  of 
each  other,  and  that  therefore  the  text  is  fully  as  im- 
portant as  the  music.  This  principle  was  carried  to 
its  consummation  in  his  later  works,  Tristan  und  Isolde 
(1865),  Die  Meistersinger  von  A^iirnbeT^  (1868),  Der 
Ring  des  Nihelungen  (1876),  and  Parsifal  (1882).  Al- 
though no  one  has  so  strongly  insisted  as  Wagner 
did  on  the  value  and  importance  of  music  as  an  inter- 
preter of  poetry,  many  before  him  combined  the  two 
with  great  success.  Composers  of  the  first  order, 
like  Beethoven,  have  revealed  many  hidden  beauties 
and  have  vastly  increased  the  popularity  of  a  large 
number  of  lyrics  and  ballads  by  the  exquisite  music 
they  wrote  for  them 
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93aQatoe.    This  ballad  appears  in  Act  IL  Scene  i.  of 

Der  Jliegende  Hollander ,  and  is  sung  by  a  young  girl, 
named  Senta,  while  spinning  with  some  of  her  friends. 
The  picture  of  the  Flying  Dutchman,  the  captain  of 
the  famous  phantom  ship,  is  hanging  on  the  wall,  and 
Senta  addresses  a  part  of  her  song  to  it.  The  story 
of  his  fate  has  an  irresistible  fascination  for  her. 
The  weird  music  of  this  scene  indicates  with  admir- 
able skill  her  growing  love  for  the  doomed  man.  As 
Senta  sings  in  her  ballad,  the  Flying  Dutchman  is 
fated  forever  to  roam  over  the  sea  unless  he  can  find 
a  woman  who  will  remain  faithful  to  him  to  her 
dying  day.  In  the  course  of  the  drama,  Senta  sacri- 
fices herself  for  him  and  frees  him  from  his  curse. 
The  story  of  the  phantom  ship  and  its  captain,  "the 
Wandering  Jew  of  the  Ocean,"  is  wide-spread.  Wagner 
tells  in  his  Sine  3)JitteiIung  an  meinc  greunbe  how  on  his 
voyage  from  Riga  to  Paris,  the  reefs  of  Norway, 
wrapped  in  fog,  vividly  recalled  to  his  mind  the 
legend  of  the  Flying  Dutchman  which  he  remembered 
reading  somewhere  in  Heine.  (See  Aus  den  Memoiren 
des  Herrn  von  Schnabelewopski,  chapter  vii,  where  the 
story  is  told  with  truly  Heinesque  frivolity,  wit,  and 
cynicism).  In  another  part  of  the  Mitteilung,  Wagner 
makes  some  very  suggestive  remarks  on  the  story 
and  its  meaning  (cf.  Werke,  second  edition,  vol.  IV.
